The santa Fé railroad has 
completed instaNation of 
telephones on the San Joaquin 
Valley division, between Ra- 
kersfield and San Francisco, and 
has discontinued the use of the 
telegraph in traih dispatching 
between these ‘points. This is 
Said to be the longest train- 
dispatching telephone circuit in 
operation in the world. It is 
400 miles m extent and cost 
between $50,000 and $60,000, No 
telegraph operators have been 
displaced, hdwever. The tele- 
phone will be used only for 
train orders. - 

With Guild selectors, it is 
possible for tho dispatcher to 
call any office or number of 
offices, desired, without inter- 
fering with ahy other.
